The Dedication and Unvelling of a Mona- 
ment to the Private Soldiers and Sail- 
ors of the Confederacy Is Made the 
Occasion of a Bitter Arraignment of 
the North by the Rev. F, C. Cave= 
Another Speaker Attacks the Pension 


Laws. 

Ricumonp, Va., May 30.—The unveiling 
and dedication 6f the monument to the mem- 
ory of the private soldiers and sailors of the 
Confederacy was the occasion of a great cele- 
bration in Richmond today, with impressive 
ceremonies and an imposing parade. Asa 
preliminary there was a cavalry reunion at- 
tended by several of the Confederate com. 
manders, Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, Wade Hamp- 
ton, Gov. O’Ferrall, and Gen, Rosser being 
present, Gen. Rosser particularly attracted 
attention by a severe arraignment of the 
United States pension laws. Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee was Chief Marshal, and in the line were 
Gov. O’Ferrall, with full staff, Gen. Wade 
Hampton, volunteer infantry, cavalzy, artil- 
lery, the Virginia Military Cadets, Grand 
Camp Confederate Veterans, Department of 
Virginia, civic societies and militia, a number 
of ladies’ associations, and the invited 
guests. 

The exercises at the monument were of a 
simple character and passed off without a 
hitch, although rain fell heavily during 
almost the entire time of the rendition of the 
program. The ceremonies opened with prayer 
by the Rev. M. D. Hoge, D. D., after which 
the orator of the day was introduced by D. C., 
Richardson of the Confederate Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument Association. @ At the con- 
clusion of the oration the monument was un- 
veiled and a thilitary salute fired which closed 
the exércises. 

Truth on the Scaffold. 

The orator of the day was the Rev. R. C, 
Cave. In the course of his address Mr. Cave 
said: ** Iam not one of those who, clinging 
to the old superstition that the will of heaven 
is revealed in the immediate results of ‘trial 
by combat,’ fancy that right must always be 
on the side of might, and speak of Appomat- 
tox as a judgment of God. I do not forget 
that a Suwaroff triumphed and a Kosciusko 
fell; that a Nero wielded the scepter of Empire 
and a Paul was beheaded; that a Herod was 
crowned, and that a Christ was crucified; and, 
instead of accepting the defeat of the South as 
a divine verdict against her, I regard it as but 
another instance of ‘truth on the scaffold and 
wrong on the throne.’ [Tremendous ap- 
plause. | 

‘‘ Appomattox was a triumph of the physic- 
ally stronger ina conflict between the repre- 
sentatives of two essentially different civiliza- 
tions and antagonistic ideas of government. 
On One side in that confliet was the South, 
led by the descendants of the cavaliers, who, 
with all their faults, had inherited frond a 
long line of ancestors a manly contempt for 
moral littlenese,a high sense of honor, a 
lofty regard for plighted faith, a strong tend- 
ency to conservatism, a profound respect for 
law and order, and an unfaltering loyalty to 
constitutional governments. Against’ the 
South was arrayei the power of the North 
aominated by the spirit of puritanism, which, 
with all its virtues, has ever been character- 
ized by the pharisaisin that worships itself 
and is unable to perceive any goodness apart 
from itself; and from the tO 
Cromwell to > ane A | 
has never tra upon 
of others in order to effect its own ends, 
Appomattox puritanism, backed by over- 
whelming numbers and unlimited resources, 
prevailed. But brute force cannot settle 
questions of right and wrong. Thinking

Their example bids 
us pDobly live for the principles of State sov- 
ereignty and home rule on which this govern- 
ment was wisely founded by our fathers, with- 
out which no vast territory like ours can pos- 
sibly remain democratic, departure from 
which is rapidly hurrymg the country to a 
choice between anarchy and imperialism, and 
return to which is essential to the preserva- 
tion of the life of the republic.”

ACCIDENTS ALONG THE COURSE. 


Rich Harvest for the Repairers of Ma- 
chineseEd Lundquist Bidly Hurt. 

Owing to the right-angied corners it was 
thought that many disasters would occur. 
Fortunately, however, the men had fair warn- 
ing of the danger of taking the turns at high 
«peed, and in place of dashing at them in true 
road racing style they approached each turn 
warily. What mishaps did occur are ascrib- 

able to coliisions on the straights, and these 
were produced either by the careening of the 
wheels in the wind or else by the loose way 
some men had of handling their mounts when 
going before the wind. Yet it must not be 
imagined that the race was devoid of misfort- 
unes. Far from it. 

With a tire around his neck-—and stalking 
beside his wrecked machine came J. |W. 
Warnton, the first to bring back to the throng 

at the starting point news of trouble among 
the riders. He cried imprecations on the 
nead of the mounted policeman who ron him 
down. Next came J. W. Johnson with a col- 
lapsed tire and many bruises on his body. 
And then the long, sad procession that fol- 
‘owed made the professional repair men, who 
came to gioat over the wrecks of the day, 
chuckle and rub their hands with glee. It was 
a bad day for men with short wind. T, Solon 
bent a pedal pin and was out of it; A. E.. Wood 
collided and smashed hie wheel; C. E. Jones 
fell heavily on his shoulder, wrenching his 
machine. J.J. Mundy dragged a shattered 
wheel after him, announcing to the crowd 
that another fellow had falien in front of him 
and dragged him into the mess; R. Knot 
smashed a al’p'n; even so ciever a rider 
as Gus Steele did not or 5 gi 

Ed Lundquist, No. 114 Oak avenue, re- 
ceived the worst injuries. He is a thember of 
the Lake View Cycling club. He had just 
completed the course, the first of the Lake 
View men to cross the line, when in stopping 
hig immechine he was thrown violently. He 
was picked up insensible, His nose was split 
and his face badly torn. He was taken to the 
Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, where it was stated 
he would recover, but would probable be dis- 
figured for life. | 

O. Zimmerman, Y. M.C, A,, narrowly es- 
caped being the victim of a surprised horse. 
He too collided witha mounted park police- 
man, The front wheel of his bicycle .was 
pitched headlong. Zimmerman was not in- 
jured seriously. 

More accidents happened along Evanston 
avenue than anywhere else on the course. The 
turns at Lake View and Belmont avenves and 
Belmont and Evanston avenues were feared 
by all the racers. Both of these turns were at 
right angles, and that at Evanston and Belmont 
avenues was on the slippery street car tracks. 
Collisions seerned imminent several times. 
There were a number of falls, but nt one was 
severely injured. The corner of Lake View 
and Belmont avenues is near Lake Michigan 
and it is covered with sand. Some one sprin- 
kied water on this sand plentifuily juet before 
the race, with the resuit thab made the going 

. E. C. G. Touch, C. C. C.; W. H. Gross. 
L. V. C. C.; and William Holmes, M. and W. 
C. C., approached the turn together, Touch be- 
ing slightly in the lead. His wheel slipped and 
he fell, with Grose and Holmes on top of him. 
Each of the men was on his feet in an instant. 
Touch’s wheel was uninjured and he mounted 
quickly and rode away. The wheels of Gross 
and Holrnes were broken and they abandoned 
the race. 

At the second turn, Evanston and Belmont 
avenues, J.J. Mundy, M. C. C., a six-minute 
man, fell heavily, bruising his right leg and 
breaking. his bicycle. He rode back to the 
starting point by the use of one pedat, 

Further up the course on Evanston avenue 
a number of cyclists were badly bruisea and 
cut about the legs and arms by heavy falls. 
It was no unusual sight half an hour after the 
race started to see a wheelman on the back 
track minus a pedal, but with a surplus of 


his shoulder or leg. But none of the men 
seemed to mind the injury and laughed good- 
naturedly at the jeers of bystanders. 

Of course there was a plenty of men who 
were at great pains to make it plain how it 
happened they did not win, yet but one story 
of all that were heard and told was plausible, 
true, or worthy of attention, Had not a guc- 
cession of misfortunes overtaken Gurdner, 
who had a four-minute handicap, he probably 
would have won the race and also first time 
prize—the dual distinction so seldom won and 
so much coveted. At Calvary he was within 
hailing distance of the leaders. There he 
bent a pedal pin. Kicking it straight took 
time. Farther along his saddle went loose 
and more time was lost.' Indeed, he rode 
across the tape with his saddle post almost 
free in its pillar. He deserves sympathy, for 
his hard luck was real and not fictitious.

Fred Rau, tne winner of the race, is a mite 
of a boy whom nobody would pick to score 
such a signal victory, although if one had 
taken the pains to inquire of his trainer, John 
West, the information that he had good stuff 
in him might have been gieaned. Three or 
four days ago William Herrick, chief cen- 
turion of the Century Road club of America, 
seeing that the little fellow had a show to 
win borrowed a light wheel for him and made 
him put away his thirty-pound machine. The 
act gave the youngster confidence and showed 
him that he. was well rated by one who has 
a keen eye for speed.

FLOWERS FOR THE FIREMEN. 


Knights of Pythias Commemorate the 
Heroes of the Cold-Storage Disaster. 

The Knights of Pythias held memorial 
services in OQakwoods Cemetery over the 
gtaves of the firemen who lost their lives in 
the cold-storage disaster at the World’s Fair 
July 10, 1893. Theservices were held by 
Hyde Park Lodge No. $79. to which two of 
the brave firemen, Burton E. Page and 
James A, Garvey, belonged. For the first 
time in this State the beautiful memorial 
ritual of the Knights, designed for such occa- 
sions, was used. In addition to the Hyde 
Park lodge the First Regiment of the uni- 
formed rank, K. of P., numbering about 300, 
was present, with details from the police and 
fire departments. The widows and children 
of some of the men who lost their lives were 
also there and witnessed the ceremony. 

The uniformed Knights, commanded by 
Col, W. H. Thomson, went to Hyde Park at 
9:30 o’clock in the morning and were met by 
the Hyde Park lodge at Fifty-third street and 
Jefferson avenue. There a procession was 
formed, headed by fifty police under the com- 
maud of Inspector Hunt and Capt. Dailard, 
who were mounted. A detail of twenty-four 
firemen from various companies followed, the 
members of the Hyde Park lodge wearing 
mourning badges and sprigs of myrtle. Car. 
riages conveyed the Grand Chancellor of L[ili- 
nois, Charles Burgoyne; the Grand Keeper 
of Records and Seal, Henry P. Cald. 
well; Charles M. Weaver, the orator of 
the day; Charles Eugene Banks, the 
poet, and other members of the order. 

pon arriving at the graves the services 
were opened by the Linden Quartet, which 
sang **‘ Lead, Kindly Light.’’ The memorial 
ritual of the order was then performed by 
Chancellor Commander F. J. Schulte and Act- 
ing Prelate Charles Hughes. _At its conclu- 
sion allthe members of the lodge to which 
Page and Garvey belonged stepped forward 
and dropped flowers and sprigs of myrtle on 
the graves. 

A poem written for the occasion by Charles 
Eugene Banks, entitled ** Sacrifice,’’ was then 
read by the author. 

Mr. Weaver in his address recalled the aw- 
ful scene at thé World’s Fair. In conclusion 
he said: 

“To the sorrowing friends of our brothers 
what can be said? Our hearts share the bur- 
den of grieving for those loved ones who lie 
under the pall. Ours be the care to aid, sus- 
thin, and comfort so far as human aid and 
symputhy can extend, but God alone can 
heal and console,”’ 


MANY VISIT MULLIGAN’S GRAVE, 


Thousands Commemorate the Day at Cal- 
vary~=Father Finn Speaks. 

Thousands visited Calvary yesterday, 
mauy bearing flowers, and by noon the ceme- 
tery presented the appearance of a large 
flower garden.

To the people who believe in cheap insur 
ance at cheap rates the last clause which ap- 
pears in the policy of a prominent Lloyds in- 
stitution which is making bids for business all 
over the country is of interest. It is inten- 
tionally placed in an inconspicuous place, but 
nevertheless forms a part of the policy con- 
tract which may cut considerable figure under 
certain circumstances. It is one of the con- 
ditions under which the policy is accepted by 
the assured, and is as fo:lows: 

In no event or contingency shall any one of the 
underwriters upon all licies issued by them 
collectiveiy become liable for more than $50,000, 
and ail policyholders who shall sustain loss or 
damage shall be entitled to recover as against 
each underwriter only that proportion of the ad- 
justed claim on each poatay which the aggregate 
of such claims shall bear to the total liability of 
each underwriter as thus liniited. 

The Lloyds which issues the policy in which 
this “little joker’’ appears is composed of 
twenty members. Their gross liabitity, re- 
gardiless of the amount of business done or 
the length of time which they operate, is 
strictiy limited to $1,000,000. This same 
Lioyds is writing policies freely with a maxi- 
mum line of $21,000. Fifty total losses of 
large lines would wipe out the liability of its 
mer bers. ' 


Favorable Statement of Northern. 

The general report of the Northern Insurance 
company of London shows losses to have been 
but 62.7 per cent of premiums for 1893 and ex- 
pénses but 32.7 per cent. After providing for an 
increase in the reiasurance reserve there was an 
earned profitof £31,223. At the geueral meet- 
a of stockholders June 8 a recommendation 
will be made that an extra dividend of £1 5s be 
paid on account of last year. This will make

The figures of the Massachusetts mutual fire 
insurance companies for 1893 indicate a steady 
increase in the business done.

corn market. Assuming, then, that a moderately 
rt supply of wheat is prerequisite to a large 
trade in wheat, the questiqn arises: How are we 
to maintain a liberal stock of it with the center 
of supply drifting from us and the railroads dis- 
criminating in freight against Chicago, unless we 
permit the managers cf our elevators to buy the 
grain in the interior and force it to Chicago, in 
the hope of being able to get back in sto what 
they lose in freight? @ answer is t the 
wheat would be attracted to Chicago by the rela- 
tively high prices that would naturally prevail if 
stocks were reduced to a minimum, and the argu- 
ment is made that our receivi interest would 
obtain a commission on grain thus coming to 
Chicago. : 

“Theoretically this answer is correct, but expe- 
rience is against the theory. A year ago. when 
our market was much higher than competing mar- 
kets, a very insignificant portion of the wheat 
that arrived in Chicago came here in the way in- 
dicated. The great bulk of it was brought here by 
our elevator proprietors, who took the wheat 
from other elevators in other markets and 
brought it here, paying a premium for it witha 
loss staring them in the face and with the 
chances of inspection against. them. There was 
an absolute apparent loss in the transaction 
which no outsider would have incurred. It was 
only by doing the business on a large scale that 
elevator proprietors were enabled to keep this 
large amount of wheat in special bins and take 
their chances of obtaining (when they sold the 
wheat again) ‘ne same premium which the 
themselves paid for it when they bought it, and. 
it is hardly fair for us to complain now because 
the elevator proprietors refuse to deliver this 
choice grain which they bought and have owned 
ever since it came to Chicago. Any. wheat 
has been placed in store by the public beiongs to 
the public and the elevator proprietor has no

PRODUCTION OF FLOUR QUITE HEAVY. 


Mills at Minneapolis Are Grinding Rapid- 
ly and the Demand Is Active, 
Minneapolis, Minn.. May 30.—The Northwest- 
ern Miller gives the following epitome of the 
week's milling news: “ The Minneapolis mills 
ground practically the same amount of flour as 
the week before—191,880 bris, against 176,835 
in 1893 and 198,500in 1892. The production 
this week will probably be even heavies—35,000 
bris daily or over. The advance in freights of 5c 
bri June 7 has considerable to do with 
this exceptional activity, and after the 
higher rates are im force the output will 
doubtless show quite a reduction. Nearly 
as much flour was sold last week as 
was made. Some partics sold about as large a 
quantity of patent abroad as they did at home, 
and the remark is not infrequently made that the 
export trade.is about as good as is Gaomestic, 
Bakers’ continue to go for export. but offers ace 
tending dowaward. The Superior-Duluth mills 
made 86,064 barrels, against 77,766 the week be- 
fore, 39,702 in 1893, and 18,968 in 1892. This 
week's output ought to be 80,000 bris. The situ- 
ation of business is not much _ altered 
from. a week ago. Both the foreign 
and domestic markets are insufferably dail. 
The output at Milwaukee was 42,000 bris, com- 
pared with 37,800 the week before and 43,000 in 
1893. Flour has improved somewhat and mill- 
ers ask an advance of 5@10c. Choice grade 
wheat is bringing a premium over elevator 
grades. While the domestic demand is fair, for- 
eigners are taking nothing. At St. Louis pine } 
city mills made 9,100 bris, an increase of 5,300 
bris; eight near-by milis made 17,850 bris, 
against 50,050 by nine the previous week.

‘** What we want besides plenty of grain is low 
rates of storage and low carrying cha Per- 
haps our elévators could make money by reduc- 
ing storage. I think they could, .but we have 
seen that the elevators, in order toforce the grain 
here, have to outbid the receivers. This means 
that they do work for nothing and pay higher 
prices than receivers can obtain, and that comes 
out of the storage. Then, again, the elevators 
carry grain cheaper than any y else would or 
could. Take. for instance, the charge from May 
to July. The actual cost at regular rates of stor- 
age is 3c.. The elevators carried itfor the trade at 
1% @2c, so that for those two months the elevators 
only got haif storage, and the trade got the bene- 
fit from it. With 19,000,000 bu earried by Tom, 
Dick, and Harry, wouldn't full carrying charges 
be charged? Asa matter of fact we speculators 
don’t pay fail storage. We cannot afford to pay 
any, and with everything else down below cost, 
why should not storage charges decline also?

sitting posture when a second shot was 


fired, passing through the bedclothes 


gnd lodging in his abdomen. ‘The would-be 
Ps assassin fled. 


Hellings isa bachelor living alone on his 
sighty-acre farm, there being no neighbors 
nearer than halfa mile. Though weak and 
suffering from his wounds he was able to 
reach a neighbor named Baxter, but could 
not tell his story. Baxter, seeing the ghastly 
condition of his guest, made him as comfort- 
able as possible and hastened to this city after 
a physician, at the same time calling the 
neighbors along his route to the scene of the 
tragedy. This was at 4 in the morning. Dr.

Defective Switch, Supposed to Have Been 
Purposely Tampered With, Causes the 
Accident=Many Injured and Burned in 
the Fire That Swept Through the Cars 


Passengers in Three Sleepers. Have a 


Narrow Escape =<Chicago Passenger 
Who Escaped Describes the Scene.

SENATOR , HILL ON THE BOODLE SUGAR 
; TRUST AMENDMENT. 

Some newspaper correspondents in: Phila- 
deipbia and elsewhere charged that the sugar 
clauses of the Senate tariff bill were framed 
to reward the sugar trust for heavy contribu- 
tions to the Democratic campaign fund in 
1892; that Secretary Carlisle had visited the 
Democratic members of the Finance com- 
mittee and demanded that the trust be taken 
care of because the Democratic party was 
‘under obligations to it; and that certain Dem- 
ocratic Senators had been speculating in 
sugar securities on the strength of their inside 
knowledge of what the sugar schedule was 
to be. 

The Senate appointed a iceeattee to 
investigate these charges in secret. The 
correspondents refused to disclase the 
sources of their information and the Senate 
committee declined to swear the suspected 
Senators. The committee reported a resolu- 
ing recommending-that these contumaci ous 
newspaper witnesses be proceeded against by 
the United States District-Attorney in the 
manner provided by law. 

This was opposed by Senator Hill on the 
ground that if the committee really wished 


. to get at the facts it would call before it the 


Senators who had been charged with specu- 
lating instead of persecuting newspaper men 
who had no personal knowledge of any bar- 
gaining or speculating which might have been 
going on and only reported what they had 
heard others say. The Senator said he looked 
on the investigation as a foolish one, but since 
it had been begun the committee should go 
te the bottom and exhaust all sources of in- 
formation. 

Senator Hill is right is his criticisms of the 
methods of the committee, nor is he so far 
out of the way in speaking contemptuously of 
the proposition to investigate these newspaper 
correspondents’ reports about the sugar 
trust. The question which agitates the com- 
mittee is whether a few members of the 
Finance committee were moved by love for 
the trust to draft a certain clause in reference 
to sugar. 

The tnuch greater question which is agitat- 
ing the peopie is whether the Democratic Sen- 
ate is going to adopt that clause as au amend- 
ment to the Wilson bill. One question is of 
comparatively little importance, relating as it 
does to the intentions of afewmen. The 
other is a question of vital importance, in- 
volving the entire Democratic membership in 
the Senate and in the House. nde 

The Jones amendment relative to sugar im- 
poses a duty of nearly a cent anda half a 
pound on raw sugar, but provides that that 
duty shall not go into force until the Ist of 
January next. It is expected that the bill will 
pass during June and that nearly ali the duties 
will take effect on the Ist of July. It is pro- 
posed to give the trust six months, during 
which time it can import duty free the bulk 
of this fall’s West India Islands’ cane and 
German beet root sugar crop. Then during 
all next year it will be supplying the people 
with this duty-free sugar, for which it will 
charge a cent anda half a pound extra, just 
asifithad paid a duty. The trust.and the 
Senators and members in the deal will rakein 
about fifty millions clear profit extra on the 
1895 sales, diverting to their own coffers 
fifty millions Which should go into the Treas- 
ury of the nied. CBRN i which surely 
needs it. 

The question is whéther the Democrats of 
the Senate first and then ‘those of the House 
are going to vote for hunt boodling, 
swindling scheme, If they do\there will be 
no need of investigating committees to find 
out whether they have sold out the people to 
the sugar trust, for the fact will be ‘self-evi- 
dent. It will be clear that Democrati, Sen- 
atorsand Democratic Representatives alike 
are boodlers, Because while the Democrats 
in Congress have shown much ignorance re-\, 
garding many things it cannot be assumed 
that their ignorance is.so dense that they 
could make a donation of fifty millions to the 
sugar trust without knowing it. Boodlers 
alone are thus lavish of the people’s money. 

The question is not, What Senators con- 
cocted this rotten, rascally amendment, but 
what Senators are going to vote for it? It 
will be voted on ina very few days. Those 
who vote for it will be locked on by the peo- 
ple as boodlers who cannot be made either 
blacker or whiter than theyare by the report 
of any investigating committee. Those who 
vote against this amendnient and against this 
fifty million grab will not need a report of 
an investigating committee to exonerate 
them. 

If raw sugar is made dutiable that duty 
should go into effect the day after the bill is 
signed by the President. Then the govern- 
ment, whichis in great and urgent need of 
revenue, will receive the fifty millions which 
the trust and the boodle members will get un- 
der the pending Democratic amendment. 

The Democratic Senators who vote for an 
immediate duty will purge themselves thereby 
from all suspicion of being in a combination 
with the sugar trust. Those who vote to post- 
pone the collection of the duty for six months 
will give. evidence against themselves that 
they have confederated with the trust to rob 
the people and cheat the National Treasury. 
It. will not matter whether newspaper cor- 
respondents have made charges against them 
ornot. Their votes wiil be their condemna- 
tion.

MINE STRIKERS. a' 

Several well-meaning persons have been 

trying to get the striking miners at Cripple 
Creek and the miné-owners to arbitrate their 
differences. Both sides say they are willing, 
but the representatives of the Miners’ Union 
insist on certain concessions being made by 
the mine-owners before a conference is held. 
One of them is that if work in the mines is 
. resumed all the union men must be employed 
first. If there are enough of them to do 
what work there is to be done no non-union, 
man must be given employment. But if 
there are not enough union men to do 
the work then non-union men may be 
employed, but they must agree to join the 
union within a month. 

If the mine-owners will consent to re. 
nounce their right of free hiring and will 
agree that no man shall work for them who 
igs not a union mine “mam then the strik- 
ere will agree to discuss the question of 
wages, hours, and selection of superintendents 
with the mnine-owners and see if an arrange nent 
.can be arrived at which will. be satisfactory 
to a majority of the members of the unico. 

The mine-owners have refused to make 
these preliminary concessions, They say: 
“We will never consent to any arrangement 
which deprives an American citizen of the 
Tight to earn his living without joining a 
union.” The answér of the strikers was 
equally plain—* There. is no use talking; 
**those are our conditions arid it is that or 
“nothing, and unless conceded you shali not 
“be allowed to operate your mines. No 
‘non-union men will be permitted to work in 
“them.” | 

The issue is thus presented with great clear- 
ness. The mine-owners declare that the law-

that they have a right “omter whosoever 
is willing to work in th -mines.. The union | 
men admit that the title 4 9 the mines is in the 
owners; but claim that union miners are the 
only ones who have a right to work there, and 
on their own dictated terms, and inform the 
owners that if they do not concede those 
claims the gold mines shall not be worked at 
all. As the union can admit or reject whom 
it pleases the control of the labor market 
would be in its hands. could fix wages at 
what it pleased and if they were not so high 
as to swallow up the entire profits of a gold 
mine the owner would have to pay them or 
shut up his mine. Pdi. | 

At the time of the Homestead riots Senator 
Palmer announced that * owners of property 


_ must hereafter be regarded as holding their 


property subject to the correlative rights of 
the unions, without whose services the prop- 
erty would be utterly valueless.’’ The Crip- 
ple Creek gold mine strikers assume first that 
they alone have the right to work in these gold 
mines; anc then they refuse to go to work till 
they get their ‘“ correlative rights”; that is, 
the hours and wages which suit them. The 
owner is entitled in their opinion only to 
what is left, if anything, after they get all 
they want. His “right” is to pay the taxes 
on the property, the repairs, and whatever 
wages are demanded by a union class of 
miners. 

For the next eight months Colora@ will 
have to endure with a Socialist-Anarchist 
Governor, and during that period the strikers 
will probably prevent the owners from work- 
ing their. mines and be allowed by the Gov- 
ernor to killor wound all workers not mem- 
bers of their union, 


THE WASHINGTONIAN HOME SUIT. 

Proceedings have been ‘commenced in the 
Circuit Court to compel the City of Chicago 
to contribute to the support of the Washing- 
tonian' Home by paying into the treasury 10 
per cent of the amount of liquor licenses, un- 
der an act of the Legislature passed in 1883. 
No payments having been made since Jan. 1, 
1893, the amount sought to be recovered is 
$25,000, 

The Washingtonian Hume was established 
about a quarter of a century ago. Until the 
Keeley treatment of inebriety was known the 
methods pursued at the home were the best 
that were then available. There were several 
institutions in Eastern States conducted on 
the same lines, but none of them went further 
than the treatment of inebriety as a habit 
rather than as a disease. Their only remedy 
was the temporary enforceinent of total ab- 
stinence. If the patients were dipsomaniacs 
they were locked up in a paddea cell; if they 
had delirium tremens they were put into 
Some drugs were admin- 
istered to produce temporary repulsion 
against liquor or to brace ap the exhausted 
patient and steady his shattered nerves. Then 
he was lectured by the professor on the physi- 
ological and moral evils of drinking intoxi- 
cants, and was induced to sign a pledge of fut- 
ure total abstinence, That done, the patient 
was discharged, and, as might have been ex- 
pected, when the craving of the appetite for 
liquor returned, nine out of ten, or even 
a larger per cent, of the patients speedily re- 
lapsed and went on another drunk, and prob- 
ably returned to tne home to sober up again. 

It was suggested to the home authorities 
two or three years ago to adopt the Keeley 
treatment in the home. The physicians con- 
nected with it were not willing unless Dr, 
Keeley would make public the secret of his 
remedy and let them pass upon it with the 
option of accepting, modifying, or rejecting 
it. Dr, Keeley refused to do it, byt has 
always been willing to furnish the home with 
the medicines at cost price and to instruct a 
physician how to administer them. The doc- 
tors have declined to accept these conditions. 
The usefulness of the home therefore has 
been limited, as above described. 

If the authorities of the home had accepted 
the medicine and Dr. Keeley’s method of treat- 
ment, so that nine-tenths or more of the pa- 
tients would have been permanently cured, the 
municipal contribution would in all probabil- 


ity not have been withdrawn. The City Coun- 


cl has refused to make it, it ia believed, be- 
cause the home is not permanently curing in- 
ebriates to any. considerable extent, therefore 
the Aldérmen prefer that its expenses should 
be furnished by the private contributions of 
those who still believe in the old, unscientific, 
abortive, wilhbpower, and personal-pledge 
methods of dealihg with the disease of in- 
ebriety. If the Keeley system were adopted 
by the home the Aldermen would most likely 
find means for the support of the institution 
through the medium of the Health Depart- 
ment. The suit which has been brought by 
the home isan effort to compel the City of 
Chicago to pay $25,000 for the treatment of 
drunkenness upon an entirely wrong diag- 
nosis and one which is now rejected hy the 
best scientific authorities. It is doubtful 
therefore whether the courts will sustain tho 
home in this suit. 


AND CHICAGO ELECTION 
FRAUDS, 

The total number of votes reported as cast in 
1892 in Gravesend, N. ¥., which was then the 
bailiwick of Boss McKane, now of Sing Sing, 
was 3,250. Of these Cleveland was credited 
with 2,960. Justice Sutherland, who has just 
been sent to the penitentiary for taking part 
in the gross election frauds of last year, when 
Gravesend gave the Republican candidate 
for Secretary of State 166 votes and the 
Democratic one 3,500, confesses now that 
only about 2,100 legal votes were cast in 
1892 and that the 1,100 illegal votes cast 
were for Cleveland. This is what the model 
machine Democrat openly confessed that he 
did and knew of having been done: 

I estimate the number of fictitious votes cast 
at the Gravesend election in 1893 in the Second 
Election District to have been between 800 and 
900; the total number of fictitious votes on that 
day cast in all of the districts to have been be- 
tween 1,40Qand 1,500. The actual votes cast at 
that election were about 2,100 or 2,200 in num- 
ber. The actual number of votes cast in the year 
1892 at the election in Gravesend was 2.000 or 
2,100, and there were cast in 1892 about 1,000 
or 1,100 fictitious ballots. In both years the 
fictitious ballots were Straight Democratic. I 
am unwilling to inculpate any other person and 
am willing to take upon myself without sharing 
with any one else the burden of what I myself 
did in the Second Election District last election 
day. 1 folded vith my own hands two lots of 
paper ballots, each 100 or 200 in number, which 
were fictitiously cast in my presence that day. I 
have placed in the hands of ‘Mr. Shepard, the 
Deputy Attorney-General, a full statement of my 
participation in the whole crime, including the 
concev|lment of the registry list and the casting 
p fictitious*votes given upon. his examination 
of me. 


Seeing what the little Village of Gravesend 
did in the way of illegal Democratic voting 
that year, it is easy to understand how the 
Tammany bosses of the great City of New 
York could cast tens of thousands of illegal 
votes for Cleveland and how his plurality of 
45,500, large as it seems, was made up of 
fraudulent votes, 

There is one peculiarity of these Gravesend 
frauds which Chicago Republicans should 
take notice of. That is that. they grew more 
extensive year by year as the perpetrators 
grew bolder, and saw, or thought they saw, 
that they could cheat with impunity. At first 
only a few hundred illegal ballots were cast. 
The number increased until last year about 
half those cast were bogus ones. What took 
place at Gravesend will take place in nests of 
fraud like the Twenty-ninth Ward. ‘he 
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amount of Sestion done there is growing all : 
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‘be more cheating thi 
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‘defeat the lawfully-elected Mayor. will 
fall and still more at the 
Mayoralty election next spring, unless the 
Republicans can get f what they are entitled to 
under the city elections law. If they are given, 
as is their right, an Election Commissioner 
who will represent them, they will be able to 
secure, for the spring election at least,-really 
Republican judges and clerks in the Twenty- 

ninth Ward. who will see that the registry 
books are not padded, that illegal votes are 
not cast by the hundreds, and that the returns 
are not falsified. If the Republicans do not 
get judges and clerks who cannot be bought 
or frightened they may expec! the First, Sixth, 
Eighteenth, Nineteenth, and Twenty-ninth

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EDUCATION STATISTICS, 
The report of the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for the year ending with June, 1891, tells 
that the total number of pupils in schools of 


jall grades in the United States at any time in 
‘the year was 14,669,069, being 23.09 per 


cent of the population. The total ia swelled 
to nearly 15 million pupils by the addition 
of about 300,000 in evening schools, art, in- 
dustrial, and business schools, and in those 
for the education of defective classes and 
Indians. Of the 15 millions 96.4 per cent 
were receiving elementary instruction such as 
is given in primary and grammar schools in 
the first eight years of school life for the 
child. Under secondary instruction there were 
only 2.6 per cent, and under higher instruction 
1 per cent. The average number of days 
that school was kept increased to 135.7 from 
130.4 in 1886 and 134.3 in 1890. The 
average number attending school during the 
entire sessidn was only 8,329,234, and the 
average number of days attended by the 13 
millions enrolled in the publicschools was but 
87. Theaggregate number of teachers is nearly 
425,000, This includes 368,791 in the pub- 
lic or common schools, 33.1 per cent of whom 
are males, The total expenditure for public 
schovis during the year was $146,800,163, 
being $17.67 for each pupil attending 135.7 
days, and $2.31 per capita for the whole 
population. Of the income for schools nearly 
70 per cent comes out of local taxes and 19 
per cent from State taxes. The total expend- 
iture would be raised to ah6éut 175 million 
dollars 1f that for private Achools be added. 
The amount expended on the common schools 
has risen from $1.56 per capita in 18728-’80 
to $2.24 in 1889-90, and $2.31 in 1891. 
This indicates an effort to secure a longer 
school term, increased attendance, better 
schoolhouses, and better paid teachers, The 
amount expended per capita has increased 49 
per cent in these eleven years, the attendance 
has risen from 19.7 to 20.3 per cent of the 
population. The average monthly wages has 
reached $44.89 for maleand $36.65 for 
female teachers. It is noticeable that the in- 
crease in expenditures per inhabitant for 
schools is greatest in the Southern States. 
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COLLECT ‘THOSE FINES, 

The special counsel for the people in the 
case of the Election Commissioners says: 

The decision of Judges Tuley, Sears, and Adams 
does not release the Election Commissioners 
from the obligation of paying the fines. They 
have only been released from custody, which was 
the method of collecting the fines. Now some 
other method must be used to enforce the col- 
lection of the judgments. 1 presume the proper 
method is for the court to issue an execution. 
Whether it is necessary for the State’s-Attorney 
to request the court to issue an order, or if the 
court can issue an execution without the appear- 
anee of the State’s-Attorney, | am not prepared 
to say. 

This being the c:-~ ‘he attempt should be 
made to collect th. nes atonce, If the 
Election Commission s object to paying 
them they can appeal io the Appellate Court 
au from there the case can be carried to the 
Supreme Court. In that way it can be found 
out authoritatively whether a grand jury can 
examine ballots or whether they are beyond 
its reach. 

The State’s-Attorney declares that “ he will 
‘‘take no action in the premises because he 
“thinks the release of t) . Commissioners un- 
“der a writ of habeas -srpus wipes out the 
‘record in the Cri: inal Court and deter- 
** mines that the Commissioners were not in 
“contempt and that Judge Chetlain was 
** wrong in his law.” 

If the State’s-Attorney chooses to take that 
ground then it will be necessary to get along 
without him. If he says he will not act the 
Judge presiding in the Criminal Court should 
appoint special counsel to look after those in- 
terests of the State which the State’s-Attor- 
ney is not attending to. The issuance of an 
execution can be ordered and the special 
counsel directed to look after all proceedings 
thereunder clear up to the Supreme Court. 

The Election Commissioners and other 
Democrats ought to assist in carrying this 
case to the Supreme Court and having this 
question of the powers of a grand jury - set- 
tied. Probably they would be willing to do 
so were it not that there are so many Dem- 
ocrats who do not want the Supreme Court to 
pass on this question. There is to be an elec- 
tion thie fall and another this spring. 
The Democrats intend to do some ex- 
tensive cheating at both, and they do not 
want a grand jury looking at the ballots and 
exposing the false returns of their judges. 
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CENSUS OF ‘CHICAGO MANUFACTURES, 

The census statistics of manufacturing in- 
dustries in the 165 principal cities of the 
United States place New York first on the 
list.and Chicago second, with the following 
remarkable showing. The total value of the 
manufactured product of this city for the 
year ending in 1890 was $664,568,000, with 
a rate of increase of 166.87 per cent from 
the total for ten years previously. The total 
for New York was $777,223.000, that being 
an iucrease of 64.34 per cent from the fig- 
ures fot 1880. In 1890 the production of 
manufactures in New York exceeded those of 
Chicago by about 17 per cent, but if the re. 
spective rates of increase for the previous ten 
years were kept up inthe two cities Chicago 
caught up ‘with New York in three and a quar- 
ter years, and now is the leading manufactur- 
ing point in the United States, without a sin- 
gle exception. 

The 9.977 distinct establishments reported 
for Chicagoin 1890 employed a capital ag- 
gregating $432,456,000, just about one-sixth 
of which represented the value of property 
rented and used for manufacturing pyrposes. 


The total average number of hands employed: 


was 210,366, who received in wages a total 
of $123,955,000. But this number included 
19,745 officers, firm members, and clerks, re- 
ceiving nearly 20 million dollars in salaries. 
Excluding these classes the average annual 
wage was $546 per employé. The 164,220 
male employés averaged $586 eech and the 
23,761 females an average of $310 each. 
This wage compensation is 15 to 18 per cent 
above the $499 and $268 reported as the 
average male and female compensation for 
the whole of the United States. ~ 

The greatest strides made in manufacturing 
industry in Chicago during the last census dec- 
ade were in packing, clothing, ind iron and 
steel. For 1890 this city reported the pack- 
ing of 36.41 per cent of all the meat product 
put up in the United States. The value of the 
product was nearly 204 million dollars, or

ber of hands employed increased from 7,478 
to 17,923, or nearly in the same portion 
as the product value.

ee relative low wages and high cost of ‘ma- 
terial in this city as compared with New York 
and Philadelphia undoubtedly is due to the 
great preponderance of the meat packing in- 
dustriesin Chicago. The average processes of 
slaughtering and curing do not cost one- 
eighth as much as do the animals which con- 
stitute the “raw material’? of the packing. 
house, but which must be conceded to be a 
pretty highly finished product, costing a great 
deal of money for feeding and care by the 
fatmer and transportation from the places of 
raising to the Stock-Yards here. It may be 
observed that the figures of ‘‘ total cost” 
given in the first column of figures in the 
above table do not show the profits or earn- 
ings of capital in either of the three cities, as 
they do not include the cost of selling the 
$100 worth of product, whch in nota few 
cases comprises transportation to the place 
occupied or named by the purchaser of the 
goods. 
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A REVOLUTION IN IRON AND STEEL PRO- 
DUCTION, 

United States Consul Mason reports from 
Frankfort, Germany, that a new. process has 
been discovered there for the smelting and 
casting ot metals. It is effected by electric 
heat under the influence of rarefied air, and 
is performed at a reduction of 50 per cent in 
the cost of casting iron, steel, and other 
metals, besides a saving in time and an im- 
portant gain in the character of the product, 
the castings being free from oxidation and 
blowholes. Mr. Mason describes the apparatus 
as consisting of an airtight furnace which is 
lined with glazed firebrick and has its hearth 
connected with molds into which the fused 
metal flows in obedience to the law of gravi- 
tation. The firebrick lining forms an ef- 
ficient insulation, and the electric current is 
sent through the charge directly without the 
use of any fuel or the employment-of-ear- 
bon electrodes. The fused metal is nearly 
pure and free from carbon, seeming to be: 
melted away from that refractory element. 
The continued exhaustion of the air and the 
produced gases.increases the fluidity of the 
molten metal, preventing oxidation and blis- 
tering, and permitting the production of cast- 
ings which are dense within, smooth outside, 
and possessing the highest mechanical quali- 
ties. Inasmall experimental furnace a ton 
and a half of pig iron was smelted in fifteen 
minutes by a current of 30,000 amperes and 
50 volts, or about 2,000 horse-power. 

The most remarkable thing about this 
process appears to be that no fuel is required. 
Using the language of the unphilosophical 


/ man who regards electricity as a material 


fluid one may say ‘“‘ the electricity is pumped 
in’’ upon the cold metal, warms it up to its 
work, and effects the separation without the. 
aid of other heat than that given by the cur- 
rent, though that may be obtained from a 
waterfall. So the possibilities of the new 
process must be immense if it be all that is 
claimed for it. The new treatment must be 
especially valuable for the production of pig 
iron and steel in such mountainous districts 
as have plenty of water and ore but no coal 
handy. With water power the cost would be 
very: low, and it is stated that even if steam 
be used to develop the electricity there will be 
an economy of 30 to 50 per cent in the fuel 


used as compared with that necessary in ordi- ; 


nary methods of reduction. The cost of pig 
iron, with ore at $2.40 per ton, is placed at 
not to exceed $8 per ton, but itis not clear 
from the report what labor basis is employed 
in arriving at this result. 

Here is room for a further great cheapen- 
ing in the cost of producing iron and steel in 
the United States. The plants now in exist- 
ence will be able to make a great saving by 
the aid of the new process, in addition to 
turning outa superior article. But the fact 
that fuel can be dispensed with must give a : 
further advantage to locations wheré water 
power is available on a large scale, if so situ- 
ated that ore can be transported to them 
cheaply. And in this respect it would seem 
that the region around the Falls of Niagara 
will offer such great inducements that it may 
become the great center of iron and steel in- 
dustries in this country. The water power 
there is enormous, measured in millions of 
horse-power, and the facilities for cheap trans. 
portation of ore from the Lake Superior re- 
gion are the best possible. So it is not idle 
to suppose that the business of iron produc- 
tion will be revolutionized both as to charac- 
ter and location in the United States and 
other parts of the world by this most recent 
application of electricity to the reduction of 
ores without the use of heat derived from fuel.

AMERICAN ARRESTED FOR ‘MURDER. 


Gen. Hewston Causes a Man’s Death by 
Defending Himself with an Umbrella, 
Lonpox, May 80.—Gen. J ohn Hewston, an 

American who has been staying at the Fifth 

Avenue Hotel in this city, has been arrested 

charged with cavsing the death of George 

Burton. Gen, Hewston was walking in 

Gray’s Road, and was rudely jostled by a 

party of itinerant musicians. He remon- 

strated and the party turned upon him, and 
struck him. Gen. Hewston carried an um- 
brella and used it to défend himself. The 
point of the umbrella entered the eye of Bur- 
ton, who was one of his assailants, and he 
ane He wastaken to a hospital and there 

Gen. Hewston stated to the police that he 
was passing through Gray’s Inu road, and 
when near Action street musicians, 
who were playing in the road, molested 
him. He expostulated with them and 
requested that he be allowed to pass. The 
men seemed bent on mischief, however, and 
continued to insult him. Finally one of 
then thfeatened to strike him with a stool. 
The . General raised his umbrella to 
ward off the blow and the ferrule by 
accident penetrated the eye of ~Bur- 
ton, one of the musicians, and extended 
to the brain. The wounded man was taken to 
the Royal Free Hospital bleeding profusely. 
Gen, Hewston was taken to the King’s Crose 
Pelice Station: Burton in a statement to the 
police denied that he had assaulted anybody. 
A surgeon extracted his eye, but nothing 
eould be done to save the sufferer, and he 
died at 10 o’clock tonight. 

An official from the United States Em- 
bassy visited the police station and proffered 
bail for the release of Gen. Hewston, but it 
was refused. The General will be arraigned 
in the Clerkenwell Police Court tomorrow. 
Hewston ie a citizen of California. 
He is positive in his statement that the kil!- 
ing was entirely by accident and declares 
that he only lifted his umbrella in self-de- 
fense.

RIOT AT JOAN OF ARC’S STATUE. 


Catholics Offended at the Inscription 
Placed on a Wreath by Masons. 

Paris, May 30.—This being the anniversa- 
ry of thedeath of Joan of Arc deputations 
from. several Masonic lodges today 
placed a large fioral -.wreath upon 
the statue of the Maid of Orleans 
in the Rue des Pyramids. The wreath 
was inscribed “To Joan of Arc, Aband- 
oned by Royalty, Burned by the Church.” 
The wording was seen by a number of young 
Catholics, who gathered ina body and made 
adash for the statue. The Masons had in 
the meantime reassetnbled, and when the 
young Catholics removed the wreath and tore 
down the inscription there was a free fight 
between the Masons and the Catholics during 
which sticks were freely used. Finally the 
police charged upon the combatants and dis- 
perged them, after making a number of 
arrests.

May 30.—[Special.]|—Memorial 
day was in one respect perfect—it was cool, 
slightly cloudy, and rainless; so that the old 
paraders who love to honor the memories of 
the fallen heroes and to observe with stead- 
fast fidelity the decoration ceremonies, had a 
delightful time of it walking down the avenue 
and Broadway and placing flowers and flags 
over the grass-grown graves, The great 
feature in this city was the parade of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the United 
States Army, and the National Guard and the 
review at Madison Square by the Mayor, 
Fifth averue from the Windsor Hotel to the 
Washington arch was lined on both sides with 
people, and the stand erected for guests op- 
posite the reviewing stand was crowded. The 
windows all along the line of march was alive 
with faces. At Madison Square the Columbian 
Liberty Bell was suspended from a flag- 
draped and flower-decorated frame, and was 
rung at intervals while the procession passed.

A pleasing feature of the parade was the ap- 
pearance of alarge number of school boys, 
many in uniform, who had been drilling for 
months in anticipation of taking partin to.

lerry, sailors from the navy-yard, the Ninth 
Regiment N. G, 5.

Then there were the 
old Duryea Zouaves, with their gorgeous uni- 
forms and their tattered flag, with “* the red 
devils’? on their banner. There were 
few of them, but*théy were strapping big 
men who looked lik# fighters, and the crowd 
gave them a hearty reception.

TAMMANY WILL USE A. P. A, SCARE, 


Stampede to Reform Movements to Be 
Headed Off by Religious Prejudice, 

New York, May 30.—[Special. ]}—Taimmany 
leaders believe the A. P. A. scare will save 
them and they mean to play it for all they 
can. There are in this city 30,000 German 
Catholics, A large proportion of these have 
voted with Tammany Hall for the last four or 
five years. Now they are flocking to the ranks 
of the German-American Reform Union in 
hundreds. The Irish-American citizens form 
a large part of the voting population, and a 
large proportion of these are of the Catholic 
faith. The other foreign elements among 
the voters of this city are mainly of a 
class that has felt the injustice and oppres- 
sion of religious intolerance and bigotry.

About forty coal passers and fire- 
men stood around, but -could ‘not interfere 
as the chief fireman told them to keep aloof, 
Wagner finally managed to get hold of his 
adveraary’s throat, and he tightened his grip 
until the engineer’s eyes bulged from their 
sockets.

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INGERSOLL AT TH” PAINE MONUMENT 


He Takes Occasion to Sail into the Clergy- 
men of the Country. 

New York, May 30,—[Specia!.]—The 
monument near New Rochelle which marks 
the place where the bones of Thomas Paine 
once lay was today the Mecca of nearly a 
thousand pilgrims from Brooklyn. The trip 
was made in the name of the Brooklyn 
Philosophical Association. Col. R. G. 
Ingersoll was the orator. In the. course 
of his address he said; ‘There 
is not a doctor,-of divinity, and i is 
wonderful that such ai divinity needed 
doctors, there has neyer been one great 
enough, ingenious enough, educated enough, 
to answer the arguments of Thomas Paine as 
found in his work ‘The Age of Reason.’ The 
priests began to attack him, and they are at 
it now. Every pulpit has been a mint 
in which slander. and calumnies have 
been coined against the greatest of American 
patricts. Will it ever cease? Sometimes I 
think truth is the weakest thing in the world; 
sometimes I think a lie is the healthiest thing 
that is ever born into the world. No matter 
how old it is it appears without a wrinkle, 
with ears undulled and with eyes undimmed, 
fresh as a drop of dew in the heart 
of a_ rose.’ Col. Ingersoll blamed 
the ministers for being the authors of 
the deathbed recantation story, then said: 
* Sometimes I geta little sorry for the cler- 
gy. I have lived to see the brand of inferior- 
ity put on every orthodox brain. I have lived 
to see the time when the thinkers, the philoso- 
phers, the men of real thought are on the 
other side. and so I teli you today that in the 
great battle between reason and euperstition 
we have passed the midnight.”’ ' 


NAVIGATES HELL GATE.ON A LOG. 


James Knox, a Canadian, Won a Wager 
Involving Great Risk. 

New York, May 30.—[Special. }—Of all the 
stories told about navigatmmg Hell Gate none 
is so extraordinary as an occurrence today 
which a great mass of people eaw. James 
Knox, a young Canadian .employed by the 
Dock Department for the last few years, on a 
wager jumped on a log at the foot of 
Ninety-second street and navigated it around 
to the steamboat dock in front of the old 
homeopathic hospital -on Ward's Island 
through the most dangerous parts of Heil 
Gate.

Glouster they found two freight trains stand- - 
ing ready to pull out north—one a fast freight 
and the other a local, and both of them can- 
tained several cars of coal. 

It was at once deeided not to allow the 
trains tomove. Links and pins were thrown 
away and all sorts of obstructions were placed 
on the track. By strategy one of the trains 
was moved. This infuriated the mob and 
they started after the train. When they 
reached the bridge between Glouster and 
Corning they immediately set it on fire. 
They did not stop to see that the structure 
was entirely destroyed, but went back to 
Glouster to prevent further efforts to. move 
freight trains. ‘he Sheriff finding himself 
powerless to move the trains at once wired 
the Governor for assistance. Gov. McKinley 
was in Cincinnati, where the telegram was 
sent. 

Gov. McKinley ordered five companies of 
the Seventeenth Regiment at Chillicothe, 
Athens, Nelsonville, Portsmouth, and Hebron, 
with Battery H of Columbus to at once pro- 
ceed to G.ouster, but at a later hour counter- 
manded the order and’ wired the Sheriff to use 
Company B at Nelsonville. Sheriff Riley 
at once held a_ pariey with thé men, 
informing them that 1,000 troops 
had been ordered to Glouster to 
recapture the trains. This did not scare them 
and aftera long conference with the Toledo 
and Ohio Central railway peopie the latter 
agreed to capitulate to the miners and prom- 
ising to haul no more non-union eval. Sheriff 
Riley then wired Adjt.-Gen. Howe of the situ. 
ation and the troops were turned back. Today’s 
episode is but the beginning of a reign of ter- 
ror in the Hocking Valley, unless a compro- 
mised is reached. The strikers are ugly and 
not only desperate from hunger, but armed 
with firearms, nitro-glycerine, dynamite, and

Three Thousand People Shiver for an Hour 
at Humboldt Park While Instructor 
Schmidt Pleads in Vain to Have the 
Ladies’ Class Farade in Gymnasium 
Costume=Lyon Post No. 9, G, A. R., Cel- 
ebrates at the Lincoln Monument=— 
Other Events of the Holiday, 

Three thousand men, women, and children 


stood about the big open lane in Humboldt 
Park and for more than an hour watched 


restlessly for the appearance of the Central 


Turnverein members, who were to give an 
athletic exhibition at 2 o’clock, Few of the 
Northwest-Siders knew the delay of an hour 
was caused by the objection of the young 
women who compose the ladies’ class to wear- 
ing bloomers in public. The members of the 
class range from 16 years upward. For a 
year or more they have been wearing divided 
skirts while participating in the exercises at 
the gymnasium. 

Avweek ago Otto Schinidt, their instructor, 
informed them they would be expected to 
turn out with the other classes to take part in 
the exhibition drill at Humboldt . Park 
Memorial day. He told them he expected 
every young woman to march to the grounds 
attired in the regulation divided skirt and 
blouse. The girls listened to Mr. Schmidt 
and frowned. After their lesson was over 
they gathered in one corner of the hall and 
held a whispered indignation meeting. To 
wear bloomers in the Turner Hail in the 
presence of their teacher, they said, was all 
right. But to go out to Humboldt Park 
through the public streets in these sane 
skirts, where the people would gaze at them 
with curioug astonishment, was quite a differ- 
ent thing. The question was put toa vole, 
The majority decided against the bloomers, 
anda committee of three was appointed to 
tell Mr. Schmidt the class would not wear the 


divided skirts Memorial day. 

‘If we go at all we will wear our regular 
dregs skirts,” the committee informed Mr. 
Schmidt, *“‘and if that dcesn’t meet your ap- 
proval we prefer to stay at home.” 

Like all patient teachers, Instructor 
Schmidt smiled and said “all right.”’ He 
hoped when the day to march came the class 
would change its decision. Yesterday 300 
young men and boys and 200 young women 
and girls assembled at the Central Turner 
Hall, No. 1108 Milwaukee avenue. Despite 
Inatructor Schmidt’s wishes the ladies’ class 
would not don the bloomers. After consider- 
able time had been lost, nothing remained 
but to let the young women have their own 
way. At last the march was begun and the 
class wore its ordinary dress skirts. 

In the meantime the crowd at Humboldt 
Park was waiting and shivering in the cold 
wind. It was 3 o’clock when cries of ** Here 
they come!”’ were heard. The drum and fife 
corps could be heard a half mile away. In- 
structor Schmidt was in command. Officers 
of the Chicago Avene Station, with Sergt. 
Juers, were in front. Then followed the com- 
mittee of the Central Turnverein, composed 
of August Wohlers, Hénry Holtz, David Berg, 
and Louis Legner. The standard-bearers 
carrying the society’s banners and Stars and 
Stripes followed, then the girls with the ladies’ 
class at the head. The active turners and the 
boys’ class wound up the procession. 

Instructor Schmidt mounted a horse and 
the ground was cleared. The girls gave an 
exhibition of marching, calisthenics, and free 
arm exercises. Then canje dumbbell swing- 
ing. Their performance was applauded by 
the spectators. In their | bir they exhibited 
better drilling and more “@xactness than the 
boys, who followed them witha similar per- 
formance. The young turners then showed 
their agility in apparatus work. Horizontal 
bars, paralle! bars, and vaulting horse were 
tried in succession. Fencing was next on the 
program. The exercises closed with the iron 
wand exercises by the active members, which 
were the same as those which will be shown 
at the national tonrnament in Evansville 
June.

MOTOR GENERATES THE ELECTRICITY.

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Gasoline Used for Fuel ou a Car Running 
on Sixty-seventh Street. 

A novel street car motor was exhibited on 
the Sixty-seventh street line, between Cottage 
Grove and Stony Island avenues, yesterday. 
The motor, which is the invention of W. H. 
Patton, ie a combination of a gas engine and 
electric motor. The gas engine is used to 
run a dynamo, which generates a current to 
run the car. The surplus electric energy gen- 
erated is gathered in a storage battery and re- 
served for use when needed in climbing 
igrades. When more power is néeded than 
p the dynamo supplies, the current from the stor- 
wage battery is automatically turned on as an 
auxiliary withott the intervention of the mo- 
torman. The inventor -claims it costs 
only one-half as much to operate his 
car as it does torun the ordinary overhead 
troliey car. He says the motor develops 
power enough to haul several trailers, and 
the storage battery when fully charged will 
run the car ten miles. Either gasoline or 
compressed gas can be used to run the gas 
engine. The engine, dynamo, and storage 
battery are placed in. the center of the car. 
while the tank for the gasoline or compressed 
gas is located on the roof.

ARRAIGNS HIGH CHURCH CEREMONIALS. 


Severe Protest of Bishop Paret in His An- 
nual Address at Baltimore. 
Bautimorse, Md., May 30.—|Special,] - 
Bishop Parct of the Protestant Episcopal 
Diocese of Maryland. in his annual address 
to the diceesan convention here today, de- 
clared war on the high churchmen who have 
introduced the confessional and a ritual after 
the form of the Roman Catholic ceremonial. 
He declared the acts of these pastors were 
nothing'short of anarchy and intimated that 
the advanced high churchmen were Anarch- 
ists. Such an arraignment of the high church- 
men has never before been heard in a Mary- 
land Episcopal convention. The Bishop, 
after submitting his report on the state of the 
diocese, spoke of certain priests going be- 
yond the prescribed ritual of the church and 
suiting it to their peculiar liking. Looking 
straight -at the rector of Mount Calvary, 
but mentioning no names, the Bishop said the 
ritual had been made up by the church and 
no individual clergyman had a right to change 
it to suit himself. He said he had been asked 
about the use ot incense, a ceremony adopted 
at Mount Calvary Church, and he would state 
positively it was forbidden by the ritual. 
There will be probably a warm contest in the 
convention over the high church question.

WAS THE ORIGINAL OF “ VINDEX.” 


A Baffalo Paper on Joseph Medill’s Ad- 
dress to the Newspaper Club. 
Buffalo Courier (Dem.): When Joseph 
Meaill of Chicago was a youth of 17 in 1840, 
working on a farm in Stark County, O., he 
wrote letters to the local press and signed 
them.** Vindex.”’ He confesses to being prob- 
ably the originator of that nom de plume. A 
lenient public will forgive Mr. Medill, inas- 
much as he has achieved the distinction of 
being the leading editor of the Chicago press. 
No newspaper editor is prouder of his pro- 
fession than Mr. Medill of Tue ramos 9 
Tripunk, abd none is more highly neteotes 
He came back fromm a winter on the cific 
slope last week, and Saturday evening 200 
mem bers of the Chicago Newspaper club ten- 
dered him a reception.

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HELP FOR TREASURY. 
OONGRESS MUST PASS THE POPULAR | withis 
LOAN BILL SOON. 


Otherwise Large Bonds Must Be Issued= 


Net Balance steadily Decreasing<In 
Fifteen Days the Gold Reserve Will 
Reach the Limit of Safety Fixed by 
Secretary Carlisle= Interviews with 
Prominent Senators and Others on a 
Pressing Question of the Hour. 

Wasuincton, D.C., May 27.—[New York 
Herald.}—Each day that passes emphasizes 
the necessity of speedy Congressional action 
on the popular loan bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Cummings on lines suggested by 
the Herald, 

The situation of the Treasury Department 
is little short of desperate and if some steps 
are not taken by Congress very soon to afford 
relief Secretary Carlisle will be forced to 
again resort to the issue of 4 loan under the 
old law of 1875, authorizing 5 per cent bonds 
for the maintenance of the gold redemption 
fund, which hag since become known as the 
gold reserve. 

The books of the Treasury Department 
showed the net cash balance at the close of 
business yesterday to be only $119,590,043, 
while the gold reserve, which is included in the 
cash balance, had fallen to $80,000,000 in round 
numbers. The net balance has decreased $7,- 
000,000 this month, and this by itself would 
make an immediate issue of a popular loan ad- 
visable, but the most alarming feature of the 
situation is the continued and rapid fall of the 
gold reserve. : 

Secretary Carlisle has proved that-he will not 
allow the reserve to fall below $65,000,000, the 
figure it reached when he made the last issue of 
bonds under the old law. Atthe present-rate of 
decreased duties the limit that the Secretary has 
_— will be reached in fifteen more business 

ays. 

The former issue of bonds and the importa- 
tions of gold that followed increased the gold 
balance to about $106,000,000, and the same 
issue increased the cash balance to about $140,- 
000,000. The gold reserve was maintained at 
about $105,000.000 untii toward the end of 
April, when it began to fall. The fal) was at 
first slow, but about May t it became more rapid 
and May 4 it passed the $100,000,000 mark, fall- 
ing to $99,493,035. The decline has been’ rapid 
since that time and has averaged $1,000,000 a 
day for twenty business days. 

Congress Muat Act Soon. 

In view of these facts it is apparent that if 
Congress is to pass a popular loan bill in time to 
prevent the gold reserve falling to a dangerously 
low point it. will necessary to pass it very 
soon. ciais of the Treasury Department be- 
lieve the greatest ysl in allowmg the gold 
reserve to fail much below .its present int is 
that it might produce distrust among the holders 
of American securities abroad and there might 

a repetition of the scare of last 
year about the depreciation of the cur- 
rency of the country; which wouid result in a 
general unloading of American securities abroad 
and a demand for gold for them which would 
greatly swell the stream of gold now flowing out 
to settie the balance of trade against the United 
States,.and which will continue in greater or 
less volume until the shipment of agricultural! 
produce from the United States begins. The 
prospects are that the drain will be a severe one 
at best. and the officials hope Congress will 
promptly provide means for strengthening ‘the 
reserve. 

The mere act of granting power to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to strengthen his position 
would have a good effect, and if a popular ioan 
bili should be passed and the commercial world 
thus informed that the authority existed for the 
issue of bonds to preserve the public credit the 
gold reserve might safely be allowed to fali to a 
comparatively low point. A single issue of $50.- 
000,000 of bonds might be sufficient to tide the 
Treasury over until a favorable balance of trade 
once more turned the current of go.d toward the 
United States and the receipts under the new 
law raised the depleted cash balance to a safe 

ure. 

f, however, there is no action taken by Congress 
tending to restore confidence, it is altogether 
robabie Secretary Cariisle may find another 
issus of $50,000,000 of bonds under the oid law 
altogether inadequate. 

The popuiar loan commends itself to favor not 
only because it wouid relieve the Treasury in its 
present embarrassed condition, but ause it 
would form an ideai investment forthe say ings 
of the peopie. It would not only reduce the in- 
terest charges of the government, but under it 
practically allthe interest payments would be 
made within the United States and very little 
money would be sent abroad to settie interest ac- 
counts. The iow denomination of the proposed 
popular loan bonds and the comparatively low 
rate of interest they would bear wouid not spe- 
cially commendthem to foreign investors, and 
practically she whole amount issued would be re- 
tained in the United States. 


Popular Loan or.Large Bonds, 


If Congress fails to act in time Secretary Car- 
lisle can do nothing else than resort to an issue 
of bonds under the old iaw. If he is forced to do 
this, instead of being able to offera 3, per cent 
bond in small denominations that the people of 
the country would eageriy buy, he will bea com- 
potlad to offer 5 per cent bonds which he will 

ave to begthe bankers to take on their own 
terms, and which he may not be able to place at 
a rate that willreduce the actual interest pay- 
ments.of the government much below the 5 per 
cent called for in the bonds. 

To make these bonds equivalent to 8 per cent 
bonds it will be necessary to sell them ata pre- 
mium of more than 17 percent. It is doubtful if 
any such premium can be realized, and the inac- 
tion of Congress wiil only resuit in the govern- 

ment being compelled to pay more interest on 
the money it must inevitabiy borrow than would 
otherwise be necessary. 

I find wonderful unanimity among intelligent 
men in Washington in favor of the Cummings 
pon loan bill. Public men of both. political 
parties, Treasury experts, and financial writers 
whe have studied every phase of the financial 
question agree in declaring that C ongress ought 
to pass the popular loan bill without delay. 

Although Senators say noth.ng shali be per- 
mitted tw interfere with the continuous consider- 
ation of the tariff bill, there has been for some 
days a quiet discussion of the financial condition 
of the government, and it would not surprise 
those who are cognizant of what is going on if a 
movement should be started looking to the relief 
of the Treasury. 


Senator Harris’ Attitude. 


Senator Harris told me some time ago he was 
opposed to the issue of bonds and would con- 
tinue so unless the extremity of the government 
was of the most dire sort. At the same time he 
admitted that if bonds were issued—a possibility 
which he would not concede could @xist—he be- 
lieved a smail bond, bearing a low rate of inter- 
est and running fora short period, such as the 
Hera d advocated, was the proper kind to issue. 

Mr. Sherman declined to discuss financial mat- 
ters except on the floor of the Senate and in the 
committee room.

He Wants 


Wants the Condition Shown Up, 

CaicaGco, ILL. May 26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. |—In your editorial of Friday, “Coal Riots 
in Pennsylvania,” you say, “the situation is no 
longer that of a labor contention, etc., bat a 
deciaration of rebellion against the law and of 
war agaiust life and property.’ Never was an 
utterance of the press more true. But why do 
you confine this to Pennsylvania? Because those 
particular rioters have given expression to this 
sentiment by word of mouth? How about the 
violence at Centraiia, Odin, Danville; Stambo, 
Muddy Valley. Toluca, La Salle, and other 
points at home? These particular assemblies of 
men have made po such declaration, but how 
about their acts? Tas Tripune, of all Chicago 
dailies, enjoys a reputation of fairness and fear- 
lessness in discussing questions of pubiic im- 
portance. Permit me to inquire if itis not now 
time when real facts \as they actually exist. be 
given with reference to the miner and his em- 
ployer, and also other organized labor as organ- 
ized labor? 

The public has never seen in print any bat 
statements gleaned by reporters (honest in their 
intentions, no doubt, but ‘nevertheless but 
hunman in getting at facts) from labor agitators 
or their allies. We never Sree of mi any notice 
commendatory of the hund of miners who by 
their own labor at “starvation wages" bave 
raised and educated fami.ies in comfort and in 
their own houses, _ bought with these same 

* starvation wages.” Yet these men are to be 
found at nearly every coal shaft in Iilinois, and 
especially in Central and Southern I.linois, 
where the price, per ton is the lowest. Asto the 
difference in price: The central and southern 
veins are five to eight feet in thickness ; most mines 
perfectly dry and safe. In Northern Illinois 
the veins are two to three feet, with occasionally 
five feet, all wet mines and hard to work. Hence 
the miner in Central and Southern Lilinois earns 
more money and with better conditions surround- 
ing him than those in Northern Illinois. The de- 
mands on Illinvis for cheap coal to compete 
with Eastern products. and the thick veins are 
naturally the deposits to produce it. To return 
to the miner and his conditions: It will be found, 
if you will investigate. that the men who own 
their homes are real miners who work when they 
can and keep sober.. They are to be found in 


large numbers all over the State. The 
men who are forming armies and creat- 
ing disturbances are not miners. but 


foreiga . iabor, a floating population 
of no benefit to anybody, but an_injury to the 
working classes and the State. It is due the 
unions, not the mine-ownérs lone, but both. 
that these facts be proven and given to the pub- 
lic and the demonstrations of so-catied organ. 
— labor condemned and the participants pun- 
is 

Labor leaders will tell you their unions do not 
do these things. But did anybody ever hear of 


such riots from any other cause than organ- 
ized labor? Organized labor is all right, 
but to a success and bene- 
fit the real workingman the most 


scrutinizing inquiries shouid be made into a 
man’s character before he is admitted into an 
organization. Instead of so doing. however, the 
agitators go about the country at, times of excite- 
ment like now and “ organize’ ‘them in droves, 
who preclaim that no violence will be used. but 
‘*persuasion’’ only.. Did you ever see one of the 
crowds engaged in its intiocent pastime of. ** per- 
suading ’ a man not to work? Did you ever see 
the ** persuaded "’ man’s doctor bill afterward? 

The conditions of today demand absolute truth 
be given to the public, anda pubiic-spirited press 
should take pride in proclaiming what industry 
can do in America by pointing out what it has 
done and is doing now when unmolested. An un- 
prejudical investigation will prove that the min- 
ers of Iilinois and Indiana are better paid than 
any class of labor forthe service rendered. It 
will prove that those who work industriously are 
a thrifty and. contented class. 

The struggle for years has been to coerce [lli- 
nois into recognizing the Coiumbus scale. Why? 
Becanse Lilinois has the cheapest coal, the best 
mines to work, and. has steadily increased its 
business, encroaching on the former business of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, The operators of those 
States have made continuous and unremitting ef 
forts to cause trouble in Iilinois and curtail the 
outputof the mines by causing strikes. But for 
this no trouble would exist in this State apart 
from occasional local differencés easily adjusted 
by operator and miner. It has been charged 
that this strike was brought on by collusion of 

certain Eastern operators with the officers of the 
United Mine Workers. Be that as it may, it can 
be accepted as gossip only, but the fact remains 
peo the strike originated in the Eastern fields. 
d the apenennes have benefited theréby by dis- 
wept: of their surplus. As to reductions in 
wages: lilinois reduced 5 to 10 cents a ton; 
Pennsylvania and Ohio reduced 20 cents. Now 
they propose to compromise if Llinois will raise. 
Thousands of lilinois miners voted against the 
strike, yet went out when ordered by the “ or- 
qunieatie. “ They had no grievance, ‘were satis- 
ed, yet are now in a disturbed condition owing 
to the strike brought on by Eastern operators. 
We see no mention of the reduction in food 
products and clothing. Yetif looked into it wiil 
be found that the cost of articles consumed has 
been reduced much below the reduction of labor, 
and that the wage earner is in reality in better 
condition than before, if he would work. 

Permit me to suggest that the production of 
coal is Illinois’ greatest industry and that the 
press of Chicago owes to the world a fair ex- 
posé of the true conditions surrounding that in- 
dustry—a bare statement of facts—which cannot 
be obtained from dogg AE agitators who take 
pride in their squalor working miner, as 
well aathe mine owner, will be grateful for such 

a departure by the press. A Chicago Congréss- 
man said no man could champion the cause of 
labor without being branded a demagogue. 
Quite trne, because all stich up to date have 
proven themselves such by their glaring mis- 
statemeats made for votes. Such demagogues 
and the carelessness of the press. in 
not publishing true conditions have caused 
the troubious times of ay. Is it wot 
time to investigate in our own State and protect 
by a fearless statement of the truth this 
great industry? If Chicago is responsibie for the 
poverty of those who depend upon street labor 
then the mine-operator is alike responsible for the 
bad condition of the floating labor goes 
from mine to mine and will not work. To the 
cheap Lllinois coal more than any one factor 
Chicago owes its growth as a manufacturing 
city. To this as m as anything are our 
manufacturers enabl to compete with the 

last. Why notdelve into the depth of truth 
and proclaim it, thus protecting the honest 
wageman and the many industries of our great 
Stato?
